ANSWER: The Postal Service tries to avoid the creation of varieties, and asks the 
printers to be consistent in the materials used for the production of any given stamp, even 
when it needs to be reprinted. Sometimes an operational need will result in a variety, like the 
decision to remove phosphor from low-value stamps a few years ago. Sometimes a desire 
to avoid waste will prompt the Postal Service to allow a printer to use up its supply oe ;
